lESaSSIONS  AND  DEFERRALS 

To  the  Congress  of  the  United  States: 

In  accordance  with  the  Impound¬ 
ment  Control  Act  of  1974,  I  herewith 
report  one  proposal  to  rescind  $48  mil¬ 
lion  in  budget  authority  previously 
provided  by  the  Congress.  In  addition, 
I  am  reporting  three  new  deferrals  to¬ 
talling  $8.1  million  and  revisions  to 
three  previously  transmitted  deferrals 
increasing  the  amount  deferred  by 
$0.4  million. 

The  rescission  proposal  affects  the 
military  assistance  program.  The  new 
deferrals  and  the  revisions  to  existing 
deferrals  involve  programs  in  the  De¬ 
partments  of  Agriculture,  Commerce, 
the  Interior,  and  the  Treasury. 

The  details  of  the  rescission  propos¬ 
al  and  the  deferrals  are  contained  in 
the  attached  reports.

In  1974,  the  Congress  enacted  Section  620(x)  of  the  Porelgn  Assistance  Act  of  1961,  which 
as  an ended,  suspends  all  grant  nilltary  assistance  to  Turkey  "...until  the  President 
detemines  and  certifies  to  the  Congress  that  substantial  progress  toward  agreewent  has 
been  node  regarding  nilltary  forces  in  Cyprus. As  a  result,  $48  nllllon  trhlch  was 
authorised  and  appropriated  for  Turkey  was  deferred  pending  a  Presidential  certification 
regarding  Cyprus  or  enactnent  of  legislation  by  Congress  renoving  the  Presidential 
certification  re^ulrenents.  On  April  6,  1978,  the  Secretary  of  State  testified  that  the 
President  was  requesting  the  repeal  of  Section  620(x)  and  indicating  that  the  U.S.  and 
Turkey  had  agreed  to  renegotiate  the  Defense  Cooperstioo  Agreenent  which  had  been  signed

The  fiscal  year  1978  progran  Is  being  funded,  In 
part,  fron  reserved  balances  carried  forward  fron  last  year.  The  1979  progran  will  be 
partially  funded  by  the  estlnsted  receipts  being  deferred  in  fiscal  year  1978;  and,  (2) 
reservation  of  funds  Is  required  to  avoid  the  peealblllty  of  a  violation  of  the  Antl- 
deflclency  Act  (31  DSC  883,  (a),  (b),  (h)>.  A  violation  of  the  sections  cited  c«ald 
occur  if  all  the  eetlnates  of  receipts  now  deferred  were  nade  available  and  obligated 
^lle  eatlaated  receipts  were  not  fully  realised.

Justification:  * 

Tho  Fishemen'a  Frotoctlvo  Act  of  1987,  ao  anended,  provides  coopenaatlon  to  vessel 
ovners  and  crevo  for  financial  losses  resulting  fron  tho  aeisure  of  United  States 
fishing  voaoela  by  foreign  govemnsnts  on  tho  high  seas  or  on  tho  basis  of  foreign  rights 
or  clalns  to  territorial  voters  not  recognised  by  the  United  States.  Capital  for  this 
fund  beginning  in  FT  1978  is  derived  fron  fees  paid  by  vessel  ovners  at  ratoa 
established  by  tho  Secretary  of  Connorco. 

The  current  progran  vlll  finance  tho  odnlnlstrative  expenses  of  this  fund  and  paynent 
of  all  antleipatod  clalns  leaving  $930,348  that  can  be  deferred  to  cover  aay  future 
seisuroo  and  auboequont  clains.  This  reserve  is  in  accordance  vith  the  Antldeficloncy 
Act.  Those  funds  could  not  be  used  even  if  node  available  for  obligation.
